Crashing in a blinding storm, the 
United States navy dirigible Akron 
was demolished ein the Atlantic early 
Tuesday and today it was believed 
73 officer and men- had been killed. 

Four of the personnel were rescued 
but one, the radio operator, died. Only 
one body has been found. 

Navy officials had little hope of 
finding any of the missing alive, but

many hours in the cold water. 

Flying to the scene, off the coast of 
New Jersey, the United States navy 
non-rigid dirigible J-3 also fell into 
the ocean. .Five of the crew of seven 
were rescued but the commander, who 
was found in the sea, died later and 
the body ‘of a member of the crew was 
recovered.

On Smokables in Alabama 


Strastavs near West Point ‘planned to give Alabama smokers. ‘the 
benefit of Georgia prices on cigarets and smoking tobacco. 


WEST POINT, Ga., April 4.—A¢ 


storehouse built in the river is the 
latest business in the West Point dis- 
trict. As a rule, storekeepers of this 
section have not enjoyed seeing their 
establishments surrounded by water, 
but the new shop of Johnson and Com- 
pany, well-known Valley merchants, 
is at home on the Chattahoochee. 

At Langdale, where the new ven- 
ture igs being tried, the west bank of 
the river is the dividing line between 
Georgia and Alabama, Placing their 
store on the water, the Johnsons have 
put it wholly in Georgia and are op- 
erating it under a Georgia license. 
Seven other stores of this firm are lo- 
cated in Alabama. 

The river shop is a protest against 
the Alabama tax on cigarets and 
smoking tobacco, which makes it im- 
possible for Alabama stores to com- 
pete with Georgia establishments. In 
their Langdale store tobacco and cig- 
arets are sold at the higher prices, 
which the Alabama law necessitates. 
Customers who want the lower Geor- 
gia prices can walk about a hundred 
yards to the river, cross the planked 
way leading to the new building, and 
get their favorite brand for the money 
they want to spend. 

“We are not bootlegging tobacco,” 


said John Will Johnson, member of 


the firm who conceived the idea for 
the river store, “but are conducting a 
legitimate business in Georgia as a 
protest against Alabama’s higher 
taxes.” 


Mr. Johnson states his firm paid in 
special taxes in 1932 to the state of 
Alabama more than $2,000 more than 
the same amount of business would 
have required in Georgia. The 5 per 
cent sales tax, which is being urged 
before the Alabama legislature, Mr. 
Johnson thinks, will destroy all busi-

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1S IT WORTH WHILE? 

The destruction of the Akron, 
with its tragic loss of life, cul- 
minates a long list of dirigible dis- 
asters in various parts of the world 
during the past two decades. 

So staggering has been the loss 
of life and money in these disasters 
as to create serious doubt of the 
wisdom of further effort to con- 
quer the air with lighter-than-air 
ships. 

The first dirigible bought by the 
United States, the ZR-2, bought in 
England in 1921, collapsed over 
the Humber on a trial trip, bring-| 
ing death to 22 men. The next 
ship to be bought, the Italian 
Roma, in 1922, crashed to earth in 
flames near Hampton Roads, with 
a death list of 34. 7 

Then came the wreck of the 
Shenandoah in a storm over Ohio, 
resulting in 14 deaths, and now the 
Akron joins her predecessors in 
meeting a tragic fate, either through 
structural faults or the assaults of 
wind and lightning. 

Thus out of the six dirigibles 
which have either been bought or 
constructed by the United States 
government, only two remain, the 
Los Angeles and the Macon, yet to 


been removed from office, and the 
reassuring advices that she will be 
continued as commissioner by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be gratifying 
to those who believe that in the 
government service, as in business, 
faithful and honest service should 
bring its own reward. | 

The effort ‘to supplant Miss Dell 
aroused the indignation of the 
women of the whole country and 
leading women and national organi- 
zations are prominent among those 
who have urged President Roose- 
velt to let her remain in the office 
in which she has served so well. 

Miss Dell’s service has been so 
outstanding that her designation as 
president of the civil service com- 
mission has been sought by her 
friends and she is undoubtedly ad- 
mirably equipped for such service. 
Whetber or not she is given this 
recognition, however, the adminis- 
tration is wise in its reported de- 
cision not to dispense with the 
service of so worthy and distin- 
guished an official. 


THE PEOPLE RESPONSIBLE. 


The responsibility of the people 
for the “unequal levy of taxes on 
real estate and personal property’’ 
is pointed out by the board of tax 
assessors of Atlanta in a letter, ap- 
pearing elsewhere on this page, in 
which the helplessness of the board 
to materially reduce assessments is 
stressed.

It is not to be denied that real 
estate valuations are too high, re- 
sulting practically in confiscation, 
in many instances, but it is the 
system and not the board which is 
to blame. 

When market valuations of in- 
tangible property go up or down, 
the tax burden is automatically in- 
creased or reduced in proportion. 

With real estate the situation is 
different. There is no exact, from 
day to day, market of valuations. 
It is there, in open sight, to be 
levied against and must bear the 
burden made necessary by manda- 
tory laws requiring the raising of 
Sufficient taxes to meet fixed 
charges. 

Out of this hodge-podge, un- 
businesslike tax situation has come 
the imposing on real estate of an 
unnecessarily disproportionate part 
of the entire tax burden.

Surprises 
Coming. 

Signor Mussolini told an English 
newspaperman the other day that the, 
second half of 1933 is going to bring 
the world some big surprises. This an- 
nouncement has set the continent spec- 
ulating. It is but natural that in the 
present circumstances of growing ten- 
sion between the various states, men 
should be led to give the most lurid 
interpretations to the Duce’s words. 
The main question asked is: Does 
Mussolini foresee war? It is not 
asked: War between whom and whom, 
for there are half a dozen corners in 
old Europe where a mere spark may 
set off the conflagration any moment. 
And everybody knows just as well that 
once started, a war will never be lo- 
calized between two states, but will 
inevitabl- drag in every power. 

The next day after Mussolini’s an- 
nouncement, the Italian papers pub- 
lished long lists of armaments sup- 
plied by French factories to Jugo- 
Slavia, giving details on the number 
of eannon and tanks and high-explo- 
sive shells. Against whom is Jugo- 
Slavia arming? asks the Italian jour- 
nals, and they supply the answer 
themselves: “We know that this is 
against Italy.” 

Another grave item are the rumors 
of a proposal by Captain Goebring, 
Hitler’s right-hand man, to start an 
interventionist war against Russia. 
Captain Goehring proposes to take the 
Ukraine away from Russia, turn it 
into a German colony and by mod- 
ernizing it, revive German industry. 
Poland is to have a share in this pro- 
gram. In return Poland is to give Ger- 
many back the so-called Polish cor- 
ridor, while Germany will assist Po- 
land in occupying and annexing 
Lithuania. 

Edouard Herriot, former prime min- 


ly paper, Marianne, declares that this 
same proposal was made to him while 
premier by Herr Von Papen. So that 
we may be certain that it is not mere 
newspaper gossip of the sensational 
sort. When Ramsay MacDonald ar- 
rived in Paris the other day he would 
saying nothing more than: “The hour 
is grave.”

To Barter. 


Persia has ordered half a million 
dollars’ worth of engines and engi- 
neering goods from Sweden, These 
will be paid for with Persian goods, 
such as carpets. The Persian govern- 
ment will not allow money to leave 
the country. A deal between Egypt 
and Germany has just been completed. 
More than 50,000 tons of nitrate were 
exchanged for 15,000 bales of cotton. 
Spain and the Argentine have been 
exchanging merchandise for agricul- 
tural products. A clearing house for 
bartered goods between Russia and 
France has been established in Paris. 
Russia has also exchanged petroleum 
with Spain for 50 Spanish-built oil 
tanks. 

Brazil is carrying out barter con- 
tracts, mainly with coffee, for Ameri- 
can wheat, German coal and other 
commodities.

By Tax Assessors Because 
Of Mandatory Statues 


Editor Constitution: The taxing 
authorities of the city of Atlanta have 
given much thought and effort toward 
the correction of the unequal levy of 
taxes on real estate and personal 
property, but we have pleaded in vain 
for legislative support that would 
bring about a more equitable system. 
The authorities, therefore, are not 
responsible for the high levy on real 
estate, 

The city of Atlanta, as we are in- 
formed, is required to set aside ap- 
proximately $1,500,000 a year as a 
sinking fund, for the payment of in- 
terest and retirement of bonds, be- 
fore one dollar can be appropriated 
toward the operation of the various 
departments of the municipality, 
through which, service is rendered to 
the public. This public debt alone re- 
quires a levy of taxable values of 
$100,000,000, or almost one-third of 
the entire ad valorem levy of the 
year 1933. 

When it is remembered that the 
people themselyes voted these obliga- 
tions, involving the credit of our city, 
it is only fair to expect those in of- 
ficial capacity, to make the necessary 
tax levy to protect the outstanding in- 
debtedness, and they should not be 
criticized for doing so. 

Any prejudicial appeal to public 
sentiment leaving the impression that 
the city of Atlanta is causing the loss 
of homes to small owners because of 
high taxation is unworthy of those 
seeking to secure relief along orderly 
procedure and fair means. Whatever 
part excessive taxation plays in an un- 
fortunate situation like this should be 
corrected, but taxation per se is not 
the cause of the less of homes. 

The tax assessors and receivers of 
the city of Atlanta have, within the 
last few months, examined hundreds 
of parcels of real estate, unavoidably 
lost to the owners, in the absence of 
any taxation at all. 

Let us all join, as good citizens, in 
an effort to correct existing evils, if 
they exist, but let us do it fairly, 
without appealing to class or group 
prejudice.

before he was brought ashore. 

A day of searching by water and 
by air brought the discovery of only 
one body of the ill-fated crew float- 
me the ocean. 

_fourteen hours after this major 
disaster, the J-3, non-rigid navy air- 
ship, crashed into the sea 1,000 yards 
off the Jersey coast, with a loss of 
two lives, as she searched for Akron 
victims, 

Rear Admiral William A. Moffett, 
chief of the navy bureau of aero- 
nautics, was among those lost on the 
Akron. Aroused from sleep by the 
storm, he had been* in the control 
room shortly before the accident. 

Three Known Survivors. 

The three Akron survivors are: 

Lieutenant Commander H. V. Wi- 
ley, of Lakewood, N. J., executive of- 
ficer and sé@tond in command, who 
was at the controls. 

Moody E. Erwin, @f Memphis, 
Tenn., metal smith. 

Richard E. Deal, of Lakehurst, N. 
J., boatswain’s mate 

The rescued man who later died 
was Robert W. Copeland, of Lake- 
hurst, N. J., chief radio operator. 

Twelve hours after the crash, the 
body of Lieutenant Commander Har- 
old E. MacLellan, of Westerly, R. I., 
was picked up by a coast guard cut- 
ter near the scene of the disaster. 

Lieutenant Commander David E. 
Cummins, of Prescott, Ark., com- 
mander of the J-3, who was taken 
from the water unconscious after the 
blimp accident, died a short time 
later. 

The body of Pasquale Bettio, the 
J-3 chief machinist’s mate, was re- 
covered several hours later. The other 
five of the J-3 crew were rescued. 

President Roosevelt, in a statement 
from the White House, called the 
Akron crash a “fiational disaster.” 

On Capitol Hill, there were those 
who said it sounded the death knell 
of lighter-than-air naval aviation. 

Chairman Vinson, of the house na- 
val committee, said: “There won’t be 
any more big airships built. We've 
built three and lost two.” 

. Probe To Be Asked. 

Senator King announced he would 
introduce a resolution tomorrow call- 
ing for a senate investigation of the 
disaster and the admissibility of fur- | 
ther expenditures for such _ lighter- 
than-air craft. 

United States Representative Ham- | 
ilton Fish Jr. demanded that a re- | 
port made by two justice department 
agents who investigated charges of 
sabotage in the construction of the 
Akron be studied by a special house 
committee and made public. 

A vast searching armada ploughed 
through the sea and roared back and 
forth in the sky overhead all day 
searching for trace of the giant air- 
ship and her victims. 

But by dusk all they had found was 
the one floating body and a few pieces 
of scattered wreckage. 

But the search had been on only a 
few hours when Secretary of the Naty 
Swanson in Washington issued a 
statement which cast a spell of gloom 
over the groups of relatives and 
friends that waited on shore for word 
of the Akron crew’s fate. 

He said there was nothing to indi- 
cate the missing men would be found. 
He added quickly, however, that all 
the forces at the command of the navy 
would remain in the hunt. 

Mrs. Moffett Hopeful. 

Mrs. Moffett refused to give up 
hope and said she firmly believed she 
would hear from her husband. Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt went to the 
Moffett home to express her sorrow. 

An indication of how far the Akron 
wreckage had drifted was seen in the 
discovery by a coast guard cutter of 
bits of the airship 20 miles east of 
Atlantic City.

Ray Miller, the south’s only mara- 
thon runner, will leave Georgia Tech 
next week for Boston where he will 
compete in the annual: marathon 
races there on April 19. 

Miller ran in two marathons last 
year, his first try at the long grind. 
He finished 21st in one despite a bad 
foot. He then went to the coast and 
finished 11th in the last Olympic try- 
out for the distance. 

In workouts this spring he has low- 
ered his time for his runs and seems 
to be in much better condition than 
last spring. Illness, which kept him 
from working for a month before his 
two trials in 1932, undoubtedly slowed 
him down in those tests. 

23-MILE RUN. 

Coach W. A. Alexander sent Miller 
through a 23-mile run last week. After 
Miller had gone 12 miles it began to 
rain but he finished the 23 miles de- 
spite a heavy downpour for the re- 
mainder of the distance. His time 
was better than that made on his 23- 
mile test last year. | 

He will do the full marathon dis- 
tance of 26 miles and a quarter this 
week or early next. 

Miller is something of a novelty in 
the south where runs longer than five 
miles are rare. He is the first south- 
ern entry to run the full marathon

TO MEET APPROVAL TODAY 

WASHINGTON, April 4—(2)— 
After debate had developed sentiment

a shorter work week in industry. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, said he or some 
Other senator would offer an amend- 
ment to restrict the hours to 35 or 36 
hours a week instead of 30 as pro- 
vided in the bill by Senator Black, 
democrat, Alabama. 

Robinson said he had discussed 
this angle with an unnamed “high au- 
thority” and it was thought a 30- 
hour week would be too drastic a 
change and might lead to demands for 
wage reductions. He predicted the 
measure would pass with this and 
perhaps some other modifications. A 
vote tomorrow virtually was assured 
when the senate agreed to limit de- 
bate starting at 2 p. m.

VAN PAASSEN AUTOGIOGRAPHY 
TELLS OF LIFE AND WORK 


An excellent description of himself 
and a short autobiography, published 
in The Constitution in November, 
1930, classed Pierre Van Paassen, Eu- 
ropean correspondent of The Consti- 
tution, who was assaulted Tuesday in 
Munich by nazis, as a melange or 
salad made up of a man “born in 
Flanders, a British subject, natural- 
ized in Canada, representing an Amer- 
ican newspaper, and living in Paris.” 

Van Paassen said that he is a de- 
scendant of crusaders of the 11th cen- 
tury who “drank their liege-lords un- 
der the table in Ghent and rolled ‘dem 
bones’ on their naked chests to boot,” 
and that he would like to be a “cru- 
sader, but I lack the guts.” The jour- 
nalist referred to his war service with 
a Canadian unit, and said that a 
medal he received following the shell- 
ing of “the ancestral home” was 
thrown into an. open grave at Douau- 
mont. 


He likes books and a cheery fire, 
music and the company of wise men, 
but falls silent in the company of the 
latter, experiencing the “‘peasant’s awe 
for learning,” so that “they think me 
unsociable,” Van Paassen said. He 
told of starting out to prospect for 
gold in the arctic, and of turning to 
newspaper work for a living. 


Van Paassen was a reporter on the 
staff of The Constitution for more 
than a year, writing feature stories, 
before going to Europe as the Paris 
correspondent of the New York World 
and The Constitution. Lately he has 
contributed material to a jarge number 
of papers, including The Constitution.

LONDON, April 4.—(4)—Ambase 
sador Sir Esmond Ovey’s own story 
of the straining of Anglo-Russian ties 
after the arrest on sabotage charges 
of six British subjects in Russia, wag 
told in a “white paper” published to- 
night.

This was about midnight. The course 
was changed to southeast. About half 
an hour later the ship began to de- 
scend rapid'y from 1,600 feet. I drop- 
ped all the ballast forward. 
was stopped about 800 feet. We 
rose rapidly and leveled off again at 
1,500 feet. 

“While we were falling, the engines 
pushed to full speed. After we gain- 
ed our altitude again they were chang- 
ed to standard speed. Three minutes 
later the air became turbulent all 
around us and the ship tossed vio- 
lently. 

“I knew we were near the center 
of the storm, because air in the center 
is most turbulent. I called all hands 
to their landin. stations so as to have 
all of them available and not in their 
bunks. 

“The ship took a sharp lurch and 
the rudder control wires of the upper 
rudder were carried away. I unclutch- 
ed the upper rudder and tried to steer 
with the lower rudder. 

“I was on the right side of the con- 
trol car and supervising the rudder. 
Captain McCord was on the left side 
of the car and supervising the eleva- 
tor wheel. The clevator man report- 
ed the ship was falling rapidly. 

“I heard a report of 800 feet. 
this time the nose _ inclined

Robbed, Dies From Loss 
of Blood. 


Police investigation of the myste- 
rious attack on Erwin Owens, 29-year- 
old Bible literature salesman, who 
died Tuesday morning of deep cuts on 
his leg and hip, continued Tuesday 
night as plans for his funeral were 
being made by Awtry & Lowndes.
